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EXAMINER'S COMMENT/AMENDMENT/REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . All previous rejections have been overcome by the amendment filed on June 6, 2005 and 
the rejections are withdrawn. Acknowledgement is made of applicant's preliminary amendment 
filed on October 24, 2003 which cancels claims 9-20. With the cancellation of claims 3 and 6 in 
the amendment filed on June 6, 2005, claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 7, 8 are now pending in the application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. The application has been amended as follows to reference to priority to an issued patent: 
• On page 1 of the specification, after paragraph 001 1 and before "BACKGROUND OF 

THE INVENTION", insert "CROSS-REFERENCE TO RELATED APPLICATION: 
This application is a divisional of U.S. patent Application No. 10/034,416, filed Dec. 28, 
2001, now US. Patent No. 6,660,327. 

Reasons For Allowance 

3. Claims i, 2, 4, 5, 7, * are allowed. 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
The instant claims are allowable over prior art to Tomaschek et al. (US 3,968,186), 
Gleave (US 4,102,945), JP 1182385 and WO 99/28399. 
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The present claims are directed to adhesive compositions comprising a styrenic 
copolymer, an alpha cyanoacrylate in an amount of from about 2 to about 10 weight% of the 
styrenic copolymer resin and a solvent-cosolvent mixture. 

The disclosure of Tomaschek et al. is in regard to adhesive compositions comprising 2- 
cyanoacrylate monomer and dissolved copolymers of an alkyl 2-cyanoacrylate and a styrene in 
amounts up to 20% by weight of the adhesive composition and 50 to 80% by weight of alkyl 2- 
cyanoacrylate (column 2, lines 34-36, column 6, claim 1). Prior art to Gleave discloses adhesive 
composition comprising alkyl 2-cyanoacrylates and thickened by 3 to about 30 parts of 
copolymers or terpolymers based on styrene per 100 parts of the alkyl 2-cyanoacrylate (column 
1, lines 55-65). JP 1 182385 discloses an adhesive composition comprising alkyl 2-cyanoacrylate, 
polybasic acid and acrylonitrile-styrene copolymer in amounts ranging from 2-30 wt.% of the 
adhesive composition. US 6,617,385 is used as the English equivalent of WO 99/28399. This 
prior art discloses adhesive compositions comprising 1 to 60% by weight of copolymers and up 
to 1-50% by weight of cyanoacrylate monomer (column 3, lines 32-37 and column 5, lines 34- 
44). 

The prior art of record, however, does not teach or suggest a composition comprising a 
styrenic copolymer, an alpha cyanoacrylate in an amount of 2-10% by wt. of the styrenic 
copolymer and a solvent-cosolvent mixture as claimed instantly. Therefore, the instantly claimed 
invention is deemed allowable over closest prior art of record as per said art neither anticipating 
nor rendering, alone or in combination, the instantly claimed invention.
